The republican m ajority of

WOULD be a good idea if all of us would 
take out the essays of Emerson, fre­ 
quently, and turn to his essay on Self-Reli­ 
ance. 
I know that it is a favorite of mine. 
I have read it again and again. It contains 
scores of ideas for sermons, and within it 
are any number of mottoes that could well 
outfit a life. 
Take this one, for example: “Trust thy­ 
self : every heart vibrates to that iron string.” 
We are masters of our own fate. No one is 
so interested in our success as we ourselves. 
We are the most concerned. 
If we win the 
recognition we deserve, our own secret ap­ 
plause means more than the handdapping of 
millions. 
To quote Emerson again, he tsays: 
“In 
every work of genius we recognize our own 
rejected thoughts: they come back to us with 
a certain alienated majesty.” 
Right now the so-called “Youth Move­ 
ment” is widely discussed, regardless of the 
fact that there has always been a youth 
movement. It is what has made free nations 
and clean, healthy progress. 
Listen again 
to what Emerson said about Youth. “Do not 
think the youth has no force because he can 
not speak to you and me. Hark! in the next 
room, who spoke so clear and emphatic? Good 
Heaven! it is he! it is that very lump of bash­ 
fulness and phlegm which for weeks has done 
nothing but eat when you were by, that now 
rolls out these words like bell-strokes. 
It 
seems he knows how to speak to his contem­ 
poraries. Bashful or bold, then, he will know 
how to make us seniors very unnecessary.” 
Arouse youth to its responsibility, and it 
will take care of its problems. The greatest 
indictment against all education is that it 
fails so miserably in teaching the one great 
essential in the building of a strong charact­ 
er—that of the privilege of assuming respon­ 
sibility in the affairs of one’s life and of one’s 
time. 
That nation will always live, whose men 
remain proud to work, proud to assume their 
responsibility in the home and in the state, 
and proud to help another up.

A LTHOUGH they are to be expected, the extra- 
ordinary differences between the various accounts 
of Diaghilev's career never cease amazing one. 
Just 
as the mass of intrigue and maze of conflicting rela­ 
tionships which produce any ballet seem incompre­ 
hensible, at the same time they seem, to the initiate, 
fascinating. 
Diaghilev was, of course, the m an who transplanted 
the Russian ballet to western Europe and eventually 
the Americas 
He was a mass of contradictions, by 
turns extravagant and parsimonious in financial and 
emotional m atters, pathetically kind at tim es and 
bitterly cruel at others. 
But he m aintained until his 
last years an extremely pure concept of the art of 
ballet itself, and an interest in it th a t is every bit as 
tense as the interest of the elder Rockefeller in cor­ 
nering the oil of the world 
Serge Lifar, the dancer, is the latest of the biog­ 
raphers and one of the best. 
But Lifar is writing 
from a personal position as one of the several Diag­ 
hilev friends. 
It is natural, therefore, to find him 
weighing the book his way; one has the impression 
th at the climax of Diaghilev’s career was in the four 
or five years Diaghilev and Lifar were intim ate, al­ 
though it is probable that the real climax came a good 
deal earlier. The importance of L ifar’s “Serge Diag­ 
hilev'’ is not particularly in what he adds to the his­ 
torical framework but in his picture of Diaghilev's 
personal life. 
This is very frank and very useful as 
well, because whatever one may think of such per­ 
sonal relationships there is no questioning their in­ 
fluence on the art of Diaghilev's time. 
Tile life of Jacob Epstein has been as tempestuous 
as Diaghilev's — only last season his "Adam” tore 
New Y olks Fifty-seventh street asunder. 
Epstein 
has been the center of a whirlwind for decades, at 
home in London. 
His work, wherever it goes, kicks 
up a dust 
It may be that he is not the proper person 
to discuss either his life or his work, but most of 
those who read * Let 'm ere Be Sculpture” will believe 
he is, 
Epstein is one of the half-dozen artists alive 
who has the fortitude to be himself, always. 
This 
quality of separateness and inflexible belief in him ­ 
self are perfectly expressed in his autobiography.
